ARTICLE lI - Purpose 


Section 2.--The Association as pidaSand by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture (hereinafter referred to as the "Secretary") shell aid in the 
administration of the Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act (herein- 
after referred to as the "Act"), and shall not engage in any other activity. 


These Articles shall be subject to amendment by the Secretary. 


ARTICLE III. Membership 


Section 3.--Any person who, in connection with farming operations in 

1937 on a farm located in the county, is entitled to receive all or a share 

of the crops produced | thereon, or the proceeds thereof, shall be eligible for | 
membership in the county agricultural conservation association for 1937. Any 
such eligible person may become a member of the county agricultural conser- 
vation association for 1937. by. executing and filing with the nme 4 LO 
county committee, Form NCR-102, entitled "Application for Membership", or by 
signing, pursuant to the 1937. Agricultural Conservation Program, a sunbeuier. 
prepared application for payment, covering land omed or soorated by such 
person in such county. Any person otherwise a member of the association shall .. 
cease to be a member thereof when it is established that such person will not 
make an application Bax payment under the 1937 Agricultural Conservation 
Program, or will not be eligible. as owner or operntor of a farm located in the

ARTICLE IV + Directors, Committees, and Officers 


SOCULON i ae The bonrd of directors of the Association (hereinafter 
roferred to as the "Board') shall be composed of the chairmen of the com- 
munity committecs for the communities of the county. 


In Counties where an Association embraces only one community, the 
board shall be composed of not less than three nor more than five duly 
elected members of the community committee. In counties where an Associa- 
tion embraces only two communities, the board shall be composed of the 
chairmen and vice-chairmen of such community committees. 


Section 5. -- The board shall elect from its members the president 
of the Association, who shall also serve as chairman of the county committee, 


Section 6. -- The board shall elect from its members the vice-presi- 
dent of the Association, who shall serve as a member of the county committee, 
and shall serve respectively as ecting-choirman of the county committee and 
as acting-president of the Association in the absence of the chairman of the 
county committee or the president of the Associntion. 


Section 7. -~ The board shell elect from its members one person who, 
together with the president and the vice-president of the Association, shall 
constitute the county committee. The board shall elect from its members 
one alternate member of the county committee who shall serve on the committee 
in the absence of any regular member of the comnittec. 


Section 8. -- The bonrd shall elect the secretary of the Association 
who is not required to be a member of the Association. 


Section 9. -~- The board shall elect the treasurer of the Association, 
who is not required to be a member of the Association, The office of secre- 
tary and the office of treasurer may be combined into the office of secre- 
tary-treasurer. 


Section 10. -- Bach community shall have a committee of three regular 
members and one alternate member. Such committee members shall be clected 
by written ballot at the clection meeting in the community, from among the 
members of the Association living in the community. Such committee shall 
consist of a chairman who shall also be a member of the board of directors 
of the Association; a vice-chairman who shall serve respectively as acting- 
chairman of the community committee and as a member of the bonrd of direct- 
ors in the absence of the regular chairman; and one other regular member 
and an alternate member. With the approval of the Director of the North 
Central Division, additional members of the community committee may be 
elected. 


Section 11. -- Community boundaries shall be determined on the basis 
of minor civil divisions or on such other basis as may be approved by the 
Director of the North Central Division. In case the minor civil divisions 
are followed in determining community boundaries, a community may comprise 
several such minor civil divisions, 


In counties where, because of unusual geographical conditions or 
other special conditions, it appears advisable, the entire county may, 
upon approval by the ‘Director of the North Central Division, be qonsidered 
as one community. In such instences 2 committee of not less than thres 
nor more than five members shall be elcted at a’ county meeting of asso- 
ciation members. The persons elected to membership on such committe 
shall perform the duties of the commnity committee and inet also serve 
as the board of directors for the county. 


Section 12. -- In the event of a vacancy in the chairmanship and 
membership, respectively, of any community committee, the vice-chairman 
shall serve as chairman and member of the board of directors, end the 
alternate member shall serve as a member of the commmity committee until 
the next regular community election meeting is held. Additional vacan- 
cies on the community committee shall be filled by appointment by the 
county committee. 


In the event of a vacancy in the chairmanship of the board of dir- 
ectors, the vice-chairman shall act as chairman and the alternate member 
of the county committee shail serve as a member of the county committee 
until the next meeting of the board of directors when a chairman shall be 
elected. Likewise, in the event of a vacancy in the membership of the 
county committee, the alternate shall serve as a member of the county com- 
mittee until the next meeting of the board when a regular member shall be 
elected. At each meeting of the board at which a member of the county 
committee is elected, an additonal or alternate member should be elected 
if necessary to bring the committee up to full membership. 


Section 13. -- All officers, directors, and members of committees 
shall hold office until their successors in office have been elected and 
have qualified, except that any member of the county committee, or any 
officer elected by the board, or any employee selected by the county com- 
mittee, may be removed by ihe board for failure to perform the duties of 
his office or employment, or for fraud or incompetency. Any member of a 
community committee may be removed by the board of directors for fraud 
or incompetency. If the board of directors does not act promptly in such 
cases the Director of the North Central Division may remove any county 
committeeman, or any officer elected by the board of directors, or any 
employee selected by the county committee, for fraud or incompetency, or 
for failure to perform the duties of his office or employment. He may 
remove any member of a community committee for fraud or incompetency. 


The tenure of office of any county or community committeeman, or 
officer, who igs required to be a member of the Association, shall termi- 
nate when he ceases to be a member of the Association. No person who 
holds, or who vdecomes a candidate for, a county, State or Federal office, 
regularly filled by an election held pursuant to State law, or who is an 
officer, manager or employee of any political party or partisan organiza- 
tion, is eligible to serve as a committeeman of the Association. The 
offices, clericel, mailing, or other facilities of the Association shall 
not be used for political purposes, nor in ony way to support or assist 
any political candidate, party, or partisan movement. 


section.14. --Officersy committeemen and employees of tae County Be g 
Agricultural Conservation Association may be allowed payment for services 
at a rate aoproved by the Director of the North Central Division. Payment 
for travel shall be:made only when specifically authorized by the Director 
of the North Central Division. The incurring and payment of administrative 
expenses in connection with the operation of the Association and the account- 
ing for any funcs therefor, shall be governed by instructions issued by the 
Agricultural Acjustment Administration. S 
In computing payments to farm omers and operators, there shall be ' 
ceducted from the payment to any person with respect. to a farm or farms ’ 
in a county, all or such part as shall, under rules prescribed by the 
secretary, be determined to.be such- person's pro rata share of, the esti- 
mated administrative expenses incurred and to be incurred by the County 
Agricultural Conservation Association of the county in which such farm or 
farms are located, in cooperating in carrying out in such county the 1937 
Agricultural Conservation Prosram. 


ARTICLE V. -- Voting 


Section 15. --Hach member of the Association. shall be entitled to 
one vote. There shall be no voting by proxy. 


Section 16. --Each member of the board shall be entitled to one 
vote at meetings of the board. There shall be no voting by proxy. 


ARTICLE VI. -- Duties of 
Directors, Committees and Officers 


section 17. --Ihe power and authority of this Association shall be 
vested im the board... In.edditiom-to the Mintie ence het ogbneia rtieles a: 
the board may recommend changes in the community boundaries and shall pre- 
pare such association budgets and may incur such expenditures as may be 
euthorized by the Director of the Novth Central Division. The board shall 
also perform such other duties as may be assigned to it by the Director of 
the North Central Division.

Section 18. --The county committee shall review all forms and other 
documents filed in the county in connection with the Act and shall make 
available for public insyvection in the office of the Association informa- 
tion in connection with programs under the Act, including information 
with respect to the acres in bases,. average yields or productivity indexes, 
established for each farm owned or operated by members of the Association, 
payments received by members of the Association (the latter to be made 
available for public inspection not sooner than thirty days after the 
receipt thereof), and exoenses of the Association. The county committee 
shall also, pursuant to rulings and instructions, make recommendations

to the Secretary concerning the making of payments under the Act. The com 
mittee may, in accordance with official instructions, nold such hearings 
and conduct such investigations as may be necessary in the performance of 
its duties, The comnittee shall also perform such other duties as may be 
assigned by the Director of the North Gentrel Division: 


Section 19, -~- The secretary of the Association shall keep ell 
records of the Association, certify results of coumunity and county elec- 
tions, maintain, in the county Association OLii Clas Tiles OF il st ogieiid 
documents filed in the county in connection with the Hote Kee vrecConacrar 
distribution of payments, prepare statements of administrative expenses, 
and perform such other duties pertaining to the Act as may be assigned by 
the Director of the North Central Division. 


Section 20, -— The treasurer shall have custody of all funds coming 
into his possession as treasurer of thé Association, shall make payments 
for administrative expenses upon the basis of monthly statements of expenses 
certified by the president and the secretary as outhorized by the Director 
of the North Gentrel Division, shall submit receipts and prepare other 
documents ond perform such other duties as may be prescribed by the Director 
of the North Centrel Division. The treasurer shall file a bond as prescribed 
by the Agriculturel Adjustment Administretion, the cost of waich bond shail 
be considered as an item of county association expense. 


Section cl, -- The books, records, documents, and accounts of the 
Association shall be available at all times for examination oy officers 
and committeemen of the Association, members of its board in connection with 
the performance of their duties, any authorized representative of tne $ 
retary and any member of the Association in-so-far as his interests und 
the progrom may be affected, 


All books, records, documents, papers end accounts of the Association 
are end shell remain the property of the Agricultursl Adjastment Administra— 
tion, and are to be safely maintained in good order in the office of the 
Association, 


Section ce, — The community committee shell as#ist in preparing, 
checking, or approving forms and documents filed in the ecunty in connection 
with the Act. They shall also assist the secretory of the Association in 
earrenging meetings, and ascertaining and reporting such data as may be 
required by the county committee for the purpose of carrying out. the provi- 
sions of the Act. 


ARTICLE VII. -— Mectings 
Section 23. -—- Community election meetings in ell communities of 


the Association shall be held at such time or times as may be prescribed 
by the Director of the North Central Division. The result of each such

election shall be certified to the secretary of the Association on pre- 
scribed forms, 
section <4, -- Other commmnity meetings of the members of the Associa- 
tion may be called by tne president of the Association to receive, discuss 
and act upon information to the membership concerning the 1937 Agricultural 
Conservation Program and Associetion activities under the Act. 
Section 25, -- A meeting of the community chairmen elected at com- 
munity meetings shall be held for the purpose of organizing the board as 
soon as practicable after all community election meetings have been held. p 
At such meetings the order of business shall be as follows:

(b) Directors shall present copies of minutes of community 
clection mectings and shall thereupon assume office. 


(c) The following officers shell be elected: 


(1) President (4) Secretary 
(2) Vice-president (5) freosurer 
(3) Members of the County Committee 


Upon such election, such officers shall take office, provided that 
no person elected as treasurer shall qualify for such office until a bond 
as required is filed and approved. 


(d) The board shall consider estimated expenditures necessary for 
the operc.tion of the Association. 


(e) Other business, 


Section 26. —- Meetings of the board shall be called by the president 
of the Association to fill a vacency or vacencies omong the officers or on 
the county committee, to consider estimated expenditures, to consider and 
act upon official communicetions or for the performance of other duties of : 
‘the board. 


section 27, -- Meetings of the county committee may be called by the sa) 
president of the Association. Due notice of meetings shall be given to all 
members of the committee, 


Section 28, -—- A majority of the members of the board of directors. or 
J ar ? 
of any committee, shall constitute a quorum for the trensaction of business. 


ARTICLE VIII.--District Organization 


Section 29, -- An Association may include two or more counties, or, | 
upon approval by the Director of the North Central Division, two or more AS- 
sociations may consolidete, or an Association covering two or more counties 
may form two or more Associations. 


Section 30. —- An Association formed pursuant to this Article VIII 
shall take its nome from all counties (listed in alphabetical order) of the 
‘ Association, provided however that, upon application by the board and
